had been foreshown of God thaL a 
famine was Imminent in Egypt. 
"The hand-writing on the wall is 
unmistakable,” said 
Dr 
Thompson, 
"that we are facing a possible famine 
now. 
We want a hundred workers, 
and we have got to get them, who 
will get the entire community pledged 
to abide by the suggestions of Mr. 
Hoover. This work will primarily fall 
to the ladies. 
Our soldiers and those 
of our allies must be fed up to the

Ttte colored soldier boys will lea.e 
with the cheers of the white 
and 
black citizens of Morgan county ring­ 
ing in their ears, and will carry away 
with them remembrances of one of 
the biggest "send-offs” ever given t o 
a body of lighting men anywhere. Un­ 
der the direction of leaders of their 
race, and with the co-operation of the 
whites, a demonstration of large pro­ 
portions is being staged this after­ 
noon. 
It was preceded by a parade 
through the streets of Albany and De­ 
catur. headed by the band from iho 
Alabama Orphans’ Home at Hunts­ 
ville. 
The parade wound up at the 
Lyceum 
theatre, 
where 
addresses 
were delivered, souvenirs presented 
and the men banqueted 
/ 
Mobilized Sunday. 
The men were mobilized Sunday af­ 
ternoon at 3 o'clock, when the roll 
was called on the court house lawn 
by R. M. Lipscomb and Secretary J. 
L. Draper of the county 
exemption 
board. The majority of the selectmen 
responded promptly when their names 
were called, some of them Injecting 
humor into the situation 
by 
their 
witty sallies. The men were optimis­ 
tic and buoyant, and there was a 
marked absence of that deep solemn­ 
ity which characterized the mobilizing 
of the white contingent some weens 
before. 
With a few exceptions, all 
those summoned were on hand" and 
some of the missing have since re­ 
ported. 
Gigantic Parade. 
The parade, beyond doubt the most 
gigantic offair of the kind ever stag­ 
ed in the Twin Cities from the stand­ 
point of the number of persons ac­ 
tually In line, formed at the court 
house at noon and shortly afterwards 
marched down Ferry street to Second 
avenue. 
Turning 
up 
Moulton, 
the 
marchers advanced to Fourth avenue, 
proceeding thence to Grant 
street 
and back to Second avenue. 
After 
traversing the business district of Al­ 
bany the parade turned up Lee street 
to Bank and thenqe to the Lyceum 
theatre. 
The marchers walked two 
abreast and the parade was more than 
one mile long. Men. women and chil­ 
dren. thousands of them, marched in 
silence as a tribute to members of 
their race who had been called to the 
colors. 
The parade was headed by 
the Alabama Orphans’ Home band of 
Huntsville, and the 
120 
seloctmen 
were given the place of honor. S. S. 
Sykes was the grand marshal and 
was mounted. 
Ho had several assist 
ants. 
Thousands of small American 
flags were carried by the 
marchers, 
and a number of large banners.

The dairy farmers have asked 
n 
fair price for their milk and objec­ 
tion* have been raised In many cit­ 
ies against them. 
The government 
has urged the dairymen not to nell 
their cows, because it Is Important 
that we have an adequate milk sup­ 
ply. 
On the whole, the dairy farm­ 
ers have kept their herds, weeding 
them out a little closer than 
usuil 
Many were contemplating reducing 
the slv.es of their herds or disposing 
of them, unless the price of milk was 
materially Increased. 
We have rea­ 
son to believe that the price to be 
paid for milk the next six montbs will 
encourage the dairy farmer and lead 
him to provide an adequate supply of 
milk. This is what the nation desires 
and must have. The little noise made 
by some of the dally papers and per­ 
sons holding political positions Is of 
little importance. 
If these would-be protectors of 'be 
welfare of the city people would in 
form themselves upon the cost of 
producing tnilk and Its value as a food 
compared to other food products, they 
would become a help to their country 
fnstefcd of ’a hindrance. 
Mr. Herbert 
Hoover, who has witnessed the »ta- 
lamlty that has come to the hellig 
orent nations of Europe, hern use o' 
an Inadequate milk supply, is urging 
the saving of dairy cows and a larg­ 
er production of milk. 
The 
daln 
farmer Is just as patriotic as nny 
other citizen, but he will not know­ 
ingly continue to milk cows at 
a 
loss. 
If the consumer desires the farm­ 
er to produce milk he must be will­ 
ing to pay him a price sufficient to 
rover the cost of production. 
Milk at 
t3 cents a quart, which will be the 
retail price In many of the large cit­ 
ies, Is the cheapest animal food on 
the market. 
It is cheaper than beef 
pork, mutton, or fowl. 
Two quarts 
of milk furnish more nutriment th in 
a pound of meat. 
The 
reasonable 
consumer cannot expect the milk pro­ 
ducer to furnish him foods far be­ 
low the cost of other food products 
What should concern the people of 
the city is an ample 
milk 
supply 
Price with them should be Of second­ 
ary consideration. 
The 
important 
thing is milk. 
I^et the agitators in­ 
form the people of the city that milk 
is still a cheaper food than meat and 
that the producer is receiving 
no 
more for his milk than its cost of 
production warrants.

War taxes on amusements. Incomes, 
>kih dues and tobaccos will become 
effective on November 1, and after 
hat date the public will also be called 
m to pay an increased postage rate 
on letters and postal cards. 
The In­ 
come tax Is $20 per thousand on all 
incomes of more than 
$1,000 
pei 
year, a figure that will affect the ma­ 
jority of the men of the United States. 
Extracts from the new revenue law 
follow: 
"Every individual or resident of the 
United States (excluding non-resident 
>liens), pays a tax of 2 per cent on 
his or her net Income in exceas ol 
U 000 and legs than $3,(MM)."

“Every marrieti person, citizen or 
resident

iliens), if living^ th wile or husband 
pays a-bt* of 2 per cent on his or her 
let income In excess of $2,000 ia^ 
less than $4,(KK).

The tax on amusements, which wil1 
be effective November 1, reads: 
“There shall be paid, after Novem 
*»er 1, 1917, by the person admitted t* 
in i amusement place (including ad 
nission by season ticket or subscrip 
ion), on each 10 coats 
or 
fraction 
charged, 1 cent. 
"On admission of children under 1! 
years of >age in every case where ad 
mission charge is made. 1 cent. 
“By the person admitted free to anj 
place where a charge is made, except 
employes, municipal officers on officia 
business, and children under 12 year 
of age, On each 10 cents or fracttor 
charged, 1 cent. 
Tax on flub Dues. 
“Dues or membership fees (includ­ 
ing initiation fees) to social, athletk 
or sporting clubs where exceeding $12 
per year, 10 per cent.” 
Outdoor shows, rides, etc., charging 
i maximum of 10 cents, within out 
ioor amusement parks, or admissior 
to such parks, are not taxed. 
Postal rates on first class matter 
ire raised by requiring an additional 
I cent s'tamp for each ounce or frac­ 
tion thereof. 
Postal cards and private mailing cr 
postals will be required to carry an 
additional 1 cent stamp each. 
Letters written and mailed by sol- 
llers, sailors find marines in foreign 
service, shall be mailed free of post­ 
age.

In norma) times our three allies 
import n large porlioh of their 
foodstuffs. 
Their 
normal 
im­ 
portation of cereals, for instance, 
is about 750 million bushels per 
annum; 
their 
Imports of meat 
and fats are very large, and In 
addition to that import they have 
their own production, and that 
production this year, owing to the 
diversion of millions of men to 
war work, is enormously dimin­ 
ished. 
Actually, their production 
of cereals is down five and one- 
quarter millions of bushels. Nor­ 
mally from this country vre ex­ 
port not over 100 million bushels 
of cereals in peace 
times 
to 
Europe to the allies. 
Unless a democracy can find In 
itself some solution of organiza­ 
tion that is entirely different from 
the organization of an autocracy, 
and which yet Is equally effective, 
it simply cannot 
defend 
Itself 
against. autocratic 
organization 
and therefore is a faith not worth 
fighting 
for, 
and 
cannot 
long 
survive. 
We have the grand test to put 
up to the American people, wheth-" 
er or not this form of government 
and this forqi of political 
phil­ 
osophy is right, and whether or 
not it can effect the end of its 
own defense. 
So that we come 
to the problem of voluntary or­ 
ganization of 100,000,000 
people 
among themselves to practice self- 
denial themselves, to service 
In 
war, and a service which 
they 
have to perform three times a 
day, every man of his own in­ 
dividual initiative. 


War Tax on Admission to the Theatres on and after Nov­ 
ember 1st, 1917, a tax of one cent on each ten cent ad­ 
mission or fraction thereof will go into effect at all places 
of amusement in the Uuited states.

Each lCc 
ticket takes lc tax extra; where 15cts is charged for ad­ 
mission, the tax is 2cts, etc. 
After Oct. 31st there will be 
no free admission to any one, as it will then be a violation 
of the Federal law, punishable by heavy fine and jail sen­ 
tence. 
The only exception are children under 5 years of 
age and bonafide employees.
